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Former pastor 
facing another 
allegation 

Authorities say another victim has 
stepped forward in Lexington

It appears that the legal 
problems of a former pas¬ 
tor of a Stanton church may 
be getting worse. Barry N. 
Wethington, who has been 
indicted on two counts of 
rape third degree now has a 
new accuser. 

That bombshell was 
dropped in the Powell Circuit 
Court last Wednesday during 
a hearing. According to 
information released during 
the hearing, an alleged vic¬ 
tim in Lexington has come 
forward and working with 
Fayette County authorities. 
Prosecutors say that she is 
accusing Wethington of sex¬ 
ual misconduct while she was 
underage. 

Wethington is already fac¬ 



ing charges in Powell County 
after a grand jury indicted in 
late September. The charges 
allege that he had intercourse 
with a minor child under the 
age of 16 on at least two 
occasions. Those allegedly 
occurred this past August. 
He turned himself into police 
on Oct. 3.

“We 11 look for her and I’ll 
get the word out to the media 
and other (law enforce¬ 
ment) agencies,” Crabtree 
said Monday as he obtained 
a warrant for second degree 
escape. “But sooner or later 
we will catch her.” 

Poe was arrested on Oct. 
21 after she had been indict¬ 



ed for two counts of first 
degree trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance (2 grams 
meth). She has faced various 
charges over the years, some 
also dealing with drugs.

Quarry application ‘terminated, but residents plan to keep fighting

It looks like the attempt 
to open up a limestone rock 
quarry has been halted. At 
least for now. That is what 
the group “Save Furnace 
Mountain” has posted on 
their Facebook account. But 
they are not willing to just 
give in and plan to make sure 
it stays that way. 

The controversy arose this 
past summer after a legal 
notice for a public hearing 
was placed in the Times by 
a group called Red River 
Materials, LLC. The hearing 
was to see if there were any 
public comments about a 
proposed rock quarry open¬ 
ing up on a 43 acre property 
the company had purchased 
off of a local resident. Usually 
hearings of such nature go 
unnoticed in most small 
town newspapers, but not 
this time. 

At the meeting held on 
June 12 by members of states 
Energy and Environment 
Cabinet, Kentucky 

Department for Natural 


Resources, over 170 people 
packed the Powell County 
Courthouse main courtroom. 
At issue was whether the 
effects of blasting and mining 
outweighed the possible eco¬ 
nomic revenue it may bring 
the county. 

Needless to say, many of 
the Furnace Mountain res¬ 
idents believed the quarry 
was not good for their homes 
or the county. Plus the fact 
that no one could produce 
an Ecological Impact Study 
for the proposed mine area, 
just fueled the feeling that 
someone was trying to push 
through the operation. 

The proposed rock quar¬ 
ry was to be located about 
425 feet west of Knowlton 
Road and Furnace Road, and 
approximately a quarter of a 
mile from Pecks Creek. Of 
the 43 acres in question, it 
was reported at the meet¬ 
ing that only about 33 acres 
would be mined. Though no 
one was present to officially 
represent the company, some 
in the crowd had hoped that 
the mine could bring jobs 
and an economic boost to 


the area. 

Most of the crowd who lives 
on Furnace expressed their 
concerns with several issues. 
Those ranged from the nar¬ 
row roads shared with school 
buses to creating problems 
for the water tables, damage 


to property from blasting and 
even the possible presence of 
an endangered species in a 
cave nearby. 

Many of the speakers at 
the meeting expressed sim¬ 
ilar concerns when it came 
to turning a quiet, country 


setting into a blasting zone. 
Several retirees discussed 
that they had spent their 
retirement money to either 
buy or build homes in the

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State House Dems unveil agenda

Less than 24 hours after 
Kentucky’s voters main¬ 
tained the 54-46 Democrat¬ 
ic majority in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives, 
the chambers leaders of¬ 
fered a far-reaching agenda 
for the 2015 legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

cc We want to thank the 
voters for their support and 
for giving us the opportuni¬ 
ty to move ahead with those 
ideas that are important to 
them and that help all Ken¬ 
tucky families succeed,” 
House Speaker Greg Stum¬ 
bo, D-Prestonsburg, said 
this afternoon. “Our Dem¬ 
ocratic caucus has made an 
effort in recent years to dis¬ 
tance itself from the policies 
and gridlock we have seen 
coming from Washington, 
and the voters rallied be¬ 
hind that. We are not like 
Washington, we don’t in¬ 
tend to be like Washington, 
and we don’t care for what 
is going on in Washington. 
We believe that we can dis¬ 
agree without being dis¬ 
agreeable, and our agenda 
reflects that.” 

“Our message resonat¬ 
ed with the people of Ken¬ 


tucky and proved the House 
Democratic Caucus is do¬ 
ing something right,” House 
Majority Leader Rocky Ad¬ 
kins, D-Sandy Hook, said. 
“We are committed to con¬ 
tinuing our agenda to create 
a strong economy that will 
produce good jobs, improve 
public education, expand 
tourism and development 
initiatives and develop in¬ 
novative energy solutions.” 

Speaker Stumbo said a 
top priority for the House 
will be to continue working 
with Governor Beshear to 
manage state government 
as Kentucky continues to 
emerge from the country’s 
worst recession since the 
Great Depression. 

House Speaker Pro Tern 
Larry Clark, D-Louisville, 
said that helping Kentucky’s 
working families “guides all 
that we do. That’s why we 
don’t pursue those policies 
that seek to divide us. In¬ 
stead we have worked tire¬ 
lessly to provide the legisla¬ 
tive tools needed to create 
and sustain good-paying 
jobs in our existing and de¬ 
veloping industries.” 

Speaker Stumbo said 


other agenda items would 
include boosting the state’s 
minimum wage, which has 
not been raised in more 
than five years, and ensur¬ 
ing gender equity in the 
workforce. 

House Majority Whip 
Tommy Thompson, D-Phil- 
pot, noted that the House 
“has made economic de¬ 
velopment a central role 
in our vision for Kentucky. 
That includes investments 
in workforce training; the 
local-option sales tax ini¬ 
tiative, known as LIFT, 
which would let local com¬ 
munities have a choice in 
determining their future 
by funding major projects 
themselves; and public-pri¬ 
vate partnerships, which 
will bring businesses and 
government closer togeth¬ 
er to accomplish a public 
goal. The people can see we 
have been focused on grow¬ 
ing good-paying jobs, and 
we will continue pursuing 
those in 2015 and beyond.” 

House Majority Caucus 
Chair Sannie Overly, D-Par- 
is, said the House would 
also continue to work on 
those social issues that have 


a major impact on Kentuck¬ 
ians. That includes “finding 
a comprehensive solution 
to the heroin epidemic and 
making sure we tackle this 
issue much as we did pre¬ 
scription-drug abuse.” 

She said another priority 
will be to extend domestic 
violence orders and emer¬ 
gency protective orders to 
victims in dating situations. 
“We are the only state not 
to offer some level of civil 
protection in these cases,” 


she said. “That puts an es¬ 
pecially unfair burden on 
some of our youngest wom¬ 
en who have no way of ob¬ 
taining a DVO.” 

The leaders added that 
the House would also put 
its support behind a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would give voters a chance 
to bring Kentucky in line 
with most other states that 
allow most felons to vote af¬ 
ter completing all aspects of 
their sentence. 


“We have an ambitious 
agenda, but I’m more con¬ 
vinced than ever that we 
can enact it and other need¬ 
ed laws,” Speaker Stumbo 
said. “The election season 
is over; now, it’s time to get 
to work.” 

The 2015 Regular Session 
is set to begin January 6th, 
and will last for 30 work¬ 
ing days, concluding in late 
March. 


County clerk’s DUI case moved to December at request of prosecutors

The alleged DUI case 
against Powell County 
Clerk Rhonda Allen Bar¬ 
nett has been delayed as a 
special prosecutor and her 
attorney has agreed to wait. 

The case was heard on 
Oct. 28 in Powell District 
Court and an agreed order 
was issued delaying the case 
until Dec. 2. Presumably so 
the special prosecutor, will 
have time to go through the 


case. Powell County Attor¬ 
ney Robert King asked to 
be removed and a special 
prosecutor to be appoint¬ 
ed since both he and Bar¬ 
nett work together with the 
Powell Fiscal Court. That 
request was granted by the 
Kentucky Attorney Gener¬ 
als Office. 

Barnett was arrested af¬ 
ter she allegedly hit a car 
with a truck she was driving 
back on July 15 behind the 
Powell County Courthouse. 
State police were called be¬ 
cause Barnett is a county 
official. The report at the 


time indicated that Barnett 
allegedly hit the vehicle and 
went inside the courthouse, 
She was found in the court¬ 
house and admitted to driv¬ 
ing the truck and was going 
to “resolve the situation.” 

The responding troop¬ 
er indicated in reports that 
Barnett had slurred speech, 
unsteady balance and that 
she failed field sobriety 
tests. The arrest citation 
said there was no sign of al¬ 
cohol present on a portable 
breathalyser. 

Barnett was taken to a 
hospital and a blood sam-

pie was taken. According 
to Powell County Attorney 
Robert King at the time it 
could be months before 
those results are back from 
the state police laboratory. 

Barnett was also arrested 
in December 2011 for AI 
after visiting a friend at the 
jail. She pleaded guilty to 
that charge and paid a fine. 

Back during an earlier 
court hearing this summer 
Barnett was being rep¬ 
resented by Michael Eu¬ 
banks, an attorney from 
Richmond. Eubanks told 
press sources then that he

believes his client was not 
impaired when the accident 
happened. 

“She divulged that she 
does take prescription med¬ 
ication, but we’re comfort¬ 
able that medication will 
come back within thera¬ 
peutic limits. And if it does, 
what that means in layman’s 
terms is there’s no impair¬ 
ment,” Eubanks, a partner 
with Shumate, Flaherty, Eu¬ 
banks and Baechtold P.S.C., 
told some reporters at a 
hearing earlier this year. 

Barnett was re-elected, to 
her job as the Powell Coun¬ 


ty Clerk last week. She has 
been in office throughout 
the case. 

“There’s no reason for her 
not to. So, she’ll continue to 
do her job efficiently and 
effectively as she’s always 
done, and we’ll wait as the 
process unfolds,” Eubanks 
told a reporter from a Lex¬ 
ington television station 
during Barnett’s first court 
appearance this past sum¬ 
mer. 

Barnett has pleaded not 
guilty and maintains her in¬ 
nocence.

with prescription painkiller 
abuse in 2010. Today, their 
parents, Dr. Karen Shay and 
Mike Donta, are invaluable 
to the work were doing 
in the Office of the Attor¬ 
ney General to combat the 
scourge of prescription 
drug abuse that’s happening 
in every corner of the Com¬ 
monwealth. As part of our 
Keep Kentucky Kids Safe 
program, both parents trav¬ 
el with me across Kentucky 
to help educate middle and 
high school students about 
the dangers of prescription 
drug abuse. In fact, since 
2010, we have shared our 
Keep Kentucky Kids Safe 
message with more than 
45,000 students, teachers, 
and parents statewide. 

Last year, my office re¬ 
ceived dozens of scholar¬ 
ship applications from high 
school seniors across Ken¬ 
tucky. Many of the students 
shared stories about how 
a close family member or 
friend ended up in jail or 
died because of prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse. Some stu¬ 
dents even shared their own 


struggles with prescription 
drugs. Yet, despite dealing 
firsthand with the effects of 
drug abuse and addiction, 
these students also shared 
stories of hope. They wrote 
to us about how they be¬ 
came the captains of their 
high school sports teams, 
leaders of their school hon¬ 
or societies, and volunteers 
at their local nursing homes.

Both students - 
now college freshmen - 
are strong and determined 
teenagers. During their 
high school careers, these 
students participated in nu¬ 
merous community service 
and extracurricular activ¬ 
ities, held down part-time 
jobs and maintained ex¬ 
cellent GPAs. In addition, 
their scholarship essays 


served as vivid reminders of 
the heavy toll that prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse is taking on 
families across Kentucky. 

Creating this scholar¬ 
ship program in memory 
of Sarah and Michael is an 
accomplishment that Kar¬ 
en, Mike, and I are so proud 
of, and it is an important 
initiative that we want to 
continue. That’s why my 
office recently established 
a web app that allows peo¬ 
ple to make online, tax-de¬ 
ductible donations direct¬ 
ly to the scholarship fund 
through our website, ag.ky. 
gov. I hope you will consid¬ 
er making a tax-deductible 
donation to the scholar¬ 
ship fund this year.

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Man arrested twice m three days

It appears that one run in 
with the law may not have 
been much of a deterrent 
for one Powell County man. 
We also learned that every¬ 
one has a right to vote, even 
if they are intoxicated. 

The trouble began for 
Daniel Potts last Tuesday at 
the voting booth. At around 
1:23 p.m. Clay City Police 
Chief James Kirk and Sgt. 
Billy Rice responded to 
Clay City Elementary in 
reference to an intoxicated 
subject voting at the polls at 
Clay City Elementary. Kirk 
and Sgt. Rice made contact 
with the 56 year old Potts at 
the polls. 

He was voting in Clay 
City where officers say he 
lives, though his identifica¬ 
tion indicates a Slade ad¬ 
dress. 

The officers determined 
that Potts was “manifest¬ 
ly under the influence,” 
according to their report 
and Rice placed him under

Wethington was let go as 
the pastor of Stanton Chris¬ 
tian Church at the first of 
the year. After his arrest the 
Times was advised that a 
background check had been 
conducted on him when he 
was at the church. 

However, it was found 
and mentioned in his ini¬ 
tial court appearance that 
he had a criminal past. He 
had pleaded guilty to first 
degree wanton endanger- 
ment, two counts of fourth 
degree aggravated assault, 
terroristic threatening, first 
degree criminal mischief 



arrest for public intoxica¬ 
tion-controlled substances. 
Potts was lodged into the 
Powell County Detention 
Center. But not until he had 
a chance to vote. 

But that stay did not last 
long. 

Last Thursday Powell 
County Dispatch received 
a call about a possible 
DUI that had pulled into 
the McDonalds parking 
lot in Stanton. Kentucky 
State Police Trooper Grant 
Faulkner found the alleged 
vehicle and driver. It was 
Potts and he appeared to 
be passed out with the car 
running. According to the 
arrest report when Faulk- 

on private property and 
unlawful imprisonment. 
The charges appear to stem 
from the original domestic 
case. That indictment was 
issued in October, 2000. 

The records indicate that 
a kidnapping charge was to 
amended to first degree un¬ 
lawful imprisonment in the 
case. Wethington pleaded 
guilty to all of the charges 
on July 2, 2001. 

All of the charges are 
Class D Felonies, punish¬ 
able by a sentence of one 
to five years on each count. 
The assault fourth degree 
charges were listed as Class 
A Misdemeanors, punish¬ 
able by up to 12 months and 
a fine. 

By pleading guilty Weth- 


ner finally got Potts to wake 
up he pushed the gas pedal 
and “held it there for sever¬ 
al seconds.” Luckily the car 
was not in gear. 

Faulkners report indicat¬ 
ed that Potts had “slurred 
speech” and that he would 
“pass out while attempting 
to answer questions.” Potts 
failed the field sobriety tests, 
allegedly admitted to drink¬ 
ing and not wearing a seat 
belt. He did not have his 
driver’s license in his wallet 
and Faulkner could not find 
any proof of insurance in 
the car. Potts did consent to 
a blood test. 

He was arrested, again, 
the second time in three 
days, and charged with a 
variety of charges. They are 
DUI, license to be posses¬ 
sion, failure to maintain re¬ 
quired insurance, failure to 
produce an insurance card, 
failure to wear a seat belt 
and no registration. 

As of this past Monday 
Potts was still in the Powell 
County Detention Center. 


ington was sentenced to five 
years on the felony charges 
and 12 months on the mis¬ 
demeanors, to run concur¬ 
rent. But he was placed on 
five years supervised proba¬ 
tion and was ordered to pay 
restitution. 

A supporter of Wething¬ 
ton contacted the Times 
and stated that his felony 
conviction had been re¬ 
moved by a pardon from 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher on 
his last day in office. But a 
check of the list of pardons 
issued that day by Fletcher 
did not reveal Wethingtons 
name.

KY Graduated Driver License Course online 


The Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet (KYTC) to¬ 
day announced an online 
version of the Graduated 
Driver License course for 
teaching safe driving tech¬ 
niques to beginning drivers. 

The online program rep¬ 
resents a fourth option 
for completing the course, 
which is required before a 
learners permit can be re¬ 
placed with an unrestricted 
driver s license. 

Until now, three options 
were available: 

• A four-hour Graduat¬ 
ed Driver License course 
provided by KYTC in the 
drivers home county. The 
course is offered for free, 
and at least two courses are 
held per year in each of the 
states 120 counties. 

• High school driver’s ed¬ 
ucation course or a similar 
course offered by a Ken¬ 


tucky community college, 
vocational School or Job 
Corps. 

• Private driver training 
course at a driver train¬ 
ing school approved by the 
KYTC Division of Driver 
Licensing. 

The new, fourth option 
is an online course admin¬ 
istered by I Drive Safely a 
driver education website. 

“Our hope is to make op¬ 
tions available for every sit¬ 
uation,” said Rodney Kuhl, 
KYTC commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle Reg¬ 
ulation. “We understand 
people have busy schedules, 
and this new online option 
just adds another conve¬ 
nient way for those strug¬ 
gling to find time for our 
classroom course.” 

The online course, which 
costs $15, takes about four 
hours to complete. The 


course can be taken when 
convenient for the driv¬ 
er and at the driver’s own 
pace, as long as the course 
is completed within 270 
days of the initiated login. 
The money charged for the 
course is collected by the 
website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students 
take the Graduated Driver 
License course each year. 
Students taking the online 
course may have to wait 24 
to 48 hours before comple¬ 
tion of the course shows up 
on their driving records. 
But after the course is com¬ 
plete, a confirmation email 
will be sent to the student. 
The course is available on¬ 
line at http://teen.idrive- 
s afely. com/ Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have com¬ 
pleted the course, along 
with other requirements 


under Kentucky’s Gradu¬ 
ated Driver License Law, 
they are eligible for an un¬ 
restricted drivers license. 
Guidelines for the states 
Graduated Driver License 
Law can be found online at 
transportation.ky.gov/Driv- 
er-Licensing/Pages/Gradu- 
ated-Driver-Licensing-Pro- 
gram.aspx. 

Commissioner Kuhl said 
the publics interest in on¬ 
line driver training became 
apparent after launch of an 
online version of State Traf¬ 
fic School for drivers cited 
for traffic violations. 

“The online Graduated 
Driver License Course is 
a logical extension of our 
services and another way 
to increase convenience for 
those looking for classes,” 
Commissioner Kuhl said.

Beef producers have 
the Opportunity to 
vote on Referendum 
Nov. 20 

For more than 30 years, 
Kentucky farmers have sup¬ 
ported the beef industry 
through a per-head check¬ 
off program. When it began 
in 1976, the check-off was 
10 cents per head. The pas¬ 
sage of the 1985 Farm Bill 
replaced with state program 
with a Federal Beef Check¬ 
off program of $1 per head 
when a beef animal is sold 
during its lifetime. Half of 
the money comes back to 
Kentucky to support state 
beef promotion through the 
Kentucky Beef Council. 

When the Federal pro¬ 
gram was threatening to 
end in 2004, Kentucky 
producers overwhelming¬ 
ly supported reinstating a 
state check-off and even an 
additional check-off if the 
Federal program stayed in¬ 
tact. 

In May 2014, the Ken¬ 
tucky Cattlemens Associa¬ 
tion appointed a Kentucky 
Beef Check-off Task Force. 
This group made an applica¬ 
tion to the Kentucky Board 
of Agriculture requesting a 
referendum to add an addi¬ 
tional $1 state beef check¬ 
off program in the state. 

Many producers believe 
this unique check-off will 
strengthen beef demand 
not only in Kentucky, but 
across the country and be¬ 
yond. The funds will allow 
Kentucky beef producers to 
fund their own industry in a 
way that compliments cur¬ 
rent programs and allows 
them to confront beef in¬ 
dustry challenges including 
consumer attitudes, rising 
beef prices and food safety 
and animal safety concerns. 

Kentucky cattle produc¬ 
ers have a chance to vote on 
the referendum to support 
beef promotion. The vote 
will take place Nov. 20 at the 


Powell County Extension 
Office, located at 169 Maple 
Street in Stanton. Producers 
will have the opportunity to 
vote from 8 a.m. until 6 p.m. 

Voting is open to all pro¬ 
ducers of bovine animals 
involved in the marketing 
or sale of bovine animals in 
Kentucky. If the referendum 
passes, the Kentucky Beef 
Promotion Council will 
take on the responsibility of 
overseeing the funds. This 
council is made up of beef 
and dairy producers and in¬ 
dustry professionals.

November Lawn & 
Garden Chores 

While our weather is sup¬ 
posed to take a turn for the 
worst this week, there are 
still things we need to do 
out in the lawn or garden. 
Some of them may include: 

Fall fertilization of your 
lawn: If you haven’t done so 
already, fertilize your lawn 
with nitrogen now instead 
of next spring. Apply 3-4 
pounds of ammonium ni¬ 
trate per 1,000 square feet 
on your lawn now and an¬ 
other application after the 
holidays. Fertilizing now 
will make grass thicker and 
will reduce weed competi¬ 
tion. If we have any more 
days above 55 degrees, you 
can also spray lawn weeds 
with 2-4D products. Weeds 
such as wild onion and this¬ 
tle can be controlled this 
time of year with applica¬ 
tions of this product. 

Leaves: Rake or blow off 
all leaves from your grass, 
even better place them in a 
compost pile and put them 
back on your garden next 
summer. Burning them is 
not cool! 

Fall plowing: While not 
recommended if your gar¬ 
den may erode during the 
winter. Plowing now will 
help you get an early start 
on such crops as cabbage, 
broccoli and cauliflower. 
While you’re plowing, dig 
6 inches deep in a couple of 
places and bring in a pint of 
soil for a soil test. Soil tests 
are free thanks to the Powell 
County Soil Conservation 
District. Most gardens are 
very rich, but sometimes

lime is needed to keep all 
soil nutrients in balance. 
Lime added in November 
will be working for your 
garden next summer. 

Roses: Mulch all roses 
with hardwood bark to pro¬ 
tect graft unions. Prune hy¬ 
brid tea roses down to 18- 
24” in height. Knock-out 
roses can be trimmed now 
or wait until spring. 

Plant bulbs: If you want 
more tulips and daffodils in 
your yard next spring, plant 
these bulbs before Thanks¬ 
giving. There should be sev¬ 
eral bargains on these bulbs 
at your local hardware and 
department stores now. 
Other bulbs which have 
been in your flower beds 
or garden like elephant ears 
and dahlias, should be dug 
and stored in your basement 
or some other place which 
will not freeze during the 
winter. Keep these stored 
in peat moss or mulch to 
keep them from drying out 
during the winter. 

Equipment: Winterize 

your lawn mower. Emp¬ 
ty the fuel tank. Change 
the oil. Buy replacement 
belts, spark plugs and fil¬ 
ters if needed and store 
them where you can find 
them next spring. Sharpen 
blades, tune up the engine 
and clean off old matted 
grass. Sore your mower in a 
dry area. 

Strawberries: Mulch 

your strawberries with 
clean wheat straw once tem¬ 
peratures are in the 30s. Use 
a bale of straw for each 40 
feet of row. Cover strawber¬ 
ry plants to at least 3” deep. 
Cover the entire plant. 

Potatoes: Make sure 

Irish and sweet potatoes are 
stored inside now where 
it is high and dry. Upcom¬ 
ing freezing temperatures 
will turn your potatoes into 
mush soon. Also bring in 
some of those last pump¬ 
kins and squash for those 
Thanksgiving pies and 
cakes. Pumpkins exposed to 
temperatures below 25 de¬ 
grees or so will break down 
and not be useable. 

Winter weather is soon to 
be howling outside! Make 
the most of any Indian 
Summer day we may have 
to get these end-of-the sea¬ 
son gardening chores done.

Encouraging word: Use the situation 


Going back to the days of 
my youth, I remember hear¬ 
ing the old saying, “The best- 
laid plans of mice and men 
oft go astray.” 

That line goes back to 
1785 when Robert Burns, 
the Scottish poet, wrote a 
Howard Coop verse called To a Mouse, on 
Guest Columnist Turning Her Up in Her Nest 
with a Plough. On a beauti¬ 
ful Sunday morning, July 22, 
1973,1 got an inkling of the meaning of that line. 

After spending the night at the old Kvikne’s 
Hotel in Balestrand, Norway, about 250 miles 
south of the Arctic Circle, I arose to face an excit¬ 


ing new day. Earlier, I had been informed that I 
would be privileged to conduct a worship service 
in the Old Stave Church at Borgund. The old 
church, constructed of hewn timbers and sided 
with long round tipped shingles, dates back to 
about 1150 A.D. when Christianity was intro¬ 
duced to Norway. The thought of standing in 
that ancient pulpit and conducting a service was, 
indeed, exciting. 

But the excitement did not last long. We 
arrived at the Old State Church about nine 
o’clock in the morning, and parking space was 
limited. Our guide asked us to remain on the 
bus for a moment. In a few minutes, he returned 
with a long face. When he approached me he 
said, “Plans have been changed. The church is 


not available.” 

In a moment my plans, my dreams, and my 
hopes vanished. After a brief look at the old 
church, we boarded the bus and moved on from 
the Laerdal Valley to Oslo. At noon, the bus 
entered the parking lot of an old Norwegian inn. 
Our guide left us for a moment, and when he 
returned, he said to me, “It’s Sunday, the bar is 
closed. You may use it for the Sunday service.” 
And we did. 

The best-laid plans go awry; things don’t work 
out. When that happens, what does one do? Life 
goes on. So, use the situation, and make the most 
of it.

area and now was concerned that the quarry would not 
only create damage to their homes and lower their proper¬ 
ty values, but it would also alter the lives of the wildlife in 
the area. 

“I retired from the military where I worked with nuclear 
weapons for nearly 29 years and built a log home up there 
to get away from the noise due to stress levels and now this 
mine will be 1,000 feet away from my home,” Larry D. Mar¬ 
tin told the committee at the meeting. “No one can tell me 
what the noise decibel levels will be or if the dust particles 
that will be in the air meet the EPA acceptable levels. Your 
messing with coarse topography and when you mess with 
it you mess with the water.” 

Martin was quite animated as he discussed the problems 
that the blasting could create for those living in the area 
and the lime dust that could be present. 

“Brandenburg Cave feeds Pecks Creek and that runs into 
the Red River,” Martin explained. There has been no study 
done to see what impact this will have. This is all about 


money and someone lining their pockets.” 

The director of the Division of Mine and Reclamation 
and Enforcement, Billy A Ratliff, did tell the crowed that 
he had no knowledge of an environmental impact study 
ever being done. 

The subject of a Virginia big-eared bat being found in 
the Brandenburg Cave was also brought up. Barbara Gra¬ 
ham, who spoke to the committee and seemed to know a 
lot about the subject, said that she had found a bat there af¬ 
ter being asked to check the cave. But it was not clear if the 
cave housed a colony or was just a site that the endangered 
bat stopped in. 

Endangered species in the area could cause the propos¬ 
al to fall though. However, after the meeting the company 
was given a 60 day time frame to deal with several areas of 
concern that were brought up by the residents at the meet¬ 
ing. 

Areas where the company was deficient in addressing 
the issues included having waivers for blasting within 300 
feet of homes and a plan for protection to homes within 
1,000 feet of the blasting, show on their maps the Branden¬ 
burg Cave as well as utilities, churches, dwellings and Civil 
War era graves. The deficiencies also included a list of any 


threatened or endangered species and their habitat that the 
company needed to provide, plus a sinkhole and ground 
water protection plan, just to name a few. 

The company failed to meet the first 60 day time frame 
and an extension was granted, according to the groups 
Facebook page. The second time frame expired on Oct. 31 
and the group reported that the application by Red River 
Materials was “technically withdrawn.” 

“It may be stopped for now, but that doesn’t mean we can 
let out guard down,” one of the “Save Furnace Mountain” 
members who asked not to be identified, told the Times. 
“As long as the company owns that land, we need to stay 
on top of this.” 

The groups meets on the third Tuesday of each month 
at the CSEPP Building in the Stanton Industrial Park at 6 
p.m. The next meeting is set for Nov. 18 and they invite 
everyone to attend.

CITY OF CLAY CITY, KENTUCKY ORDINANCE NO.27-10-14 


WHEREAS, an Ordinance was previously enacted on December 5, 1983 by the 
City Council of the City of Clay City, Kentucky, (a copy of which is attached hereto
